Computers  for  schools 

PROGRAM 

Computers  for  schools  is  a national  program 
co-sponsored  by  Industry  Canada,  Government 
Services  Canada,  and  the  Telephone  Pioneers 


of  America,  Region  1 (Canada).  The  allocation 
of  surplus  computer  equipment  is  based  roughly 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  students  in  each 
province  or  territory. 


Applications  for  Computers  Go  to  Alberta 
Schools 


In  October  1994,  applications  were  sent  to 
schools  throughout  Alberta  as  the  Computers  for 
Schools  Program  began  its  second  year  of 
operation. 

In  1994,  thanks  to  the  donation  of  surplus 
computers  by  federal  government  departments 
and  the  hard  work  of  a group  of  local  volunteers, 
268  personal  computers  were  distributed  to 
Alberta  schools. 


The  number  of  applications  was  much  greater 
than  was  the  supply  of  computers.  As  a result, 
computers  were  allocated  to  89  successful 
applicants,  an  average  of  three  units  per  school. 
More  than  500  applications  were  reviewed  by  the 
Alberta  Computers  for  Schools  Advisory 
Committee.  The  committee  expects  a greater 
number  of  computers  to  be  available  this  year. 


The  advisory  committee  consists  of 
representatives  from  the  Canadian  Association 
of  Principals,  the  Alberta  Teachers’  Association, 
the  Alberta  School  Boards  Association,  Alberta 
Education,  and  the  Alberta  Telephone  Pioneers. 
All  are  volunteers.  The  Telephone  Pioneers  play 
a key  role  in  the  program  in  Alberta  and 
throughout  the  country.  In  1994,  in  Alberta,  40 
Pioneers  spent  a combined  total  of  some  900 
hours  repairing,  cleaning,  testing  and  loading 
operating  systems  on  the  computers  before  they 
were  sent  out  to  schools.

Hantavirus 

Is  There  a Risk  of  Contracting  Hantavirus 
While  Handling  Owl  Pellets? 

Owl  pellets  are  balls  of  indigestible  material 
(bones  and  fur)  regurgitated  by  owls  after 
feeding  and  digestion.  These  pellets  are  often 
used  by  teachers  for  science-related  classroom 
activities.  As  owls  feed  extensively  on  mice,  the 
pellets  contain  mice  bones,  teeth  and  fur. 
Publicity  surrounding  humans  contracting  the 
Hantavirus  from  deer  mice,  or  their  droppings, 
has  resulted  in  teachers  questioning  the  safe 
handling  and  using  of  owl  pellets  in  classroom 
activities. 

Commercially  Available  Owl  Pellets 

Commercially  supplied  owl  pellets  are  generally 
fumigated  in  a vacuum  chamber  before  being 
packaged  and  shipped.  The  metabolic 
corrosive,  bromide,  and  the  level  of  vacuum 
used  in  the  fumigation  process,  would  kill  the 
virus.  Teachers  should  check  with  science 
materials  suppliers  to  ensure  that  pellets  being 
ordered  are  fumigated  and  safe. 

Collecting  Owl  Pellets  in  Alberta 

Some  teachers  may  collect  their  own  owl  pellets 
for  classroom  purposes.  It  is  these  pellets  that 
may  pose  a slight  risk  of  carrying  Hantavirus. 
Although  it  is  likely  that  the  Hantavirus  would  be 
inactivated  in  the  owl’s  digestive  process  there  is 
no  research  confirming  this  belief.  As  a safety 
precaution,  teachers  collecting  owl  pellets  should 
soak  the  pellets  carefully  with  a 5%  chlorine 
bleach  solution  before  picking  them  up  off  the 
ground.  The  pellets  should  then  be  placed  in  a 
5%  chlorine  bleach  solution  for  30  minutes 
before  use. 


How  Common  Is  the  Hantavirus  in  Alberta 
Mouse  Populations? 

Hantavirus  was  identified  over  10  years  ago  in 
the  deer  mouse  population  of  Alberta. 
Approximately  one  third  of  the  mouse  population 
is  deer  mice,  and  of  these,  only  one  per  cent 
actually  carry  Hantavirus.  The  risk  of  humans 
encountering  infected  mice  is  relatively  low. 

Transmission  and  Precautions 

The  Hantavirus  can  be  transmitted  from  infected 
mouse  droppings  or  urine,  through  the  air,  to 
humans.  The  recommended  treatment  of 
mice-soiled  areas  is  to  cover  them,  with  as  little 
disturbance  as  possible,  with  a 5%  chlorine 
bleach  solution,  and  allow  to  soak  for  30  minutes 
before  cleaning  up. 

This  information  has  been  verified  by 
Dr.  Ken  Yu,  Biomedical  Safety  Officer, 
Occupational  Health  and  Safety,  University  of 
Alberta.

The  Special  Education  Branch  is  developing  a 
document  to  replace  several  1982-83  special 
education  curriculum  guides.  The  intent  of  the 
new  document,  Programming  for  Students  with 
Special  Needs,  is  to  provide  teachers  with 
practical  information  on  teaching  methods  and 
materials  as  well  as  a list  of  essential  and 
supportive  skills  to  complement  and 
supplement  the  regular  program  of  studies. 

Programming  for  Students  with  Special  Needs 
should  be  available  in  the  fall  of  1995.  The 
implementation  plan  includes  inservice 
sessions  for  special  education  coordinators 
throughout  the  province. 

Programming  for  Students  with  Special  Needs 
is  the  core  document  in  a series.  Also  being 
revised  are  previous  resources  for  teaching 
students  with  learning  disabilities,  behavioural 
disorders  and  those  who  are  gifted  and 
talented.  The  first  of  these  revised  documents, 
Teaching  Students  with  Learning  Disabilities  . . . 
Classroom  Strategies,  is  scheduled  for  1996. 

Programming  for  Students  with  Special  Needs 
includes  the  following  components. 

• An  introduction  outlining  the  philosophy  and 
purpose  of  the  document. 

• A section  on  teaching  for  student 
differences  — this  part  highlights  strategies 
for  differentiating  instruction  within  the 
regular  classroom  for  students  who  may  be 
experiencing  learning  or  behavioural 
difficulties,  or  who  may  be  gifted  and 
talented.  It  also  describes  a process  for 
modifying  the  regular  program  and  includes 
several  forms  to  assist  in  teacher  planning. 
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• A checklist  of  essential  and  supportive 
skills — includes  learner  expectations  by 
domains,  along  a continuum  of  levels.  The 
Alberta  Education  curricula,  1983,  for  the 
educable  mentally  handicapped,  trainable 
mentally  handicapped  and  dependent 
mentally  handicapped  students  is  scheduled 
to  be  replaced  by  the  support  document 
Programming  for  Students  with  Special 
Needs. 

• A guide  to  writing  individualized  program 
plans  (IPPs)  replaces  the  1989  Alberta 
Education  resource,  Individualized  Program 
Plans:  A Reference  for  Teachers.  The 
guide  describes  a process  for  IPP 
development  and  includes  strategies  for 
involving  parents.  There  is  information  on 
computer  programs  for  writing  IPPs  as  well 
as  a disc  with  a template.  Transition 
planning  is  also  addressed,  along  with  case 
studies  and  samples  of  completed  IPPs. 

• A section  on  hard  of  hearing  and  deaf 
students  includes  information  on  the  nature 
of  hearing  loss,  assessment  and  program 
planning,  teaching  students  who  are  deaf, 
teaching  strategies  and  a list  of  print  and 
nonprint  resources. 

• A revised  and  expanded  Awareness  Series 
for  teachers. 

A final  section,  Students  with  Visual 
Impairments,  is  currently  underdevelopment  in 
collaboration  with  the  British  Columbia  Ministry 
of  Education.  This  section  will  be  distributed 
after  the  Programming  for  Students  with  Special 
Needs  document. 

It  is  anticipated  that  these  support  documents  will 
be  translated/adapted  into  French.

In  December  1993,  the  ministers  of  education  for 
the  six  western  regions  (Manitoba,  Saskatchewan, 
Alberta,  British  Columbia,  Yukon  Territory, 
Northwest  Territories)  signed  the  protocol,  which 
has  resulted  in  development  of  a discussion  draft 
of  outcomes  for  a common  Kindergarten  to 
Grade  12  mathematics  program.  The  protocol 
states  that  the  four  provinces  and  two  territories 
agree  to  collaborate  in  basic  education  because  of 
the  importance  they  place  on: 

• common  educational  goals 

• high  standards  in  education 

• removing  obstacles  to  the  access  to 
educational  opportunities  for  students,  which 
include  improving  the  ease  of  transfer  from 
jurisdiction  to  jurisdiction 

• optimum  use  of  educational  resources. 

Mathematics  is  the  first  subject  area  selected  for 
joint  development  work.  Alberta  is  playing  a lead 
role  in  the  mathematics  program  development. 

In  the  future,  mathematics  programs  authorized  in 
Alberta  will  be  consistent  with  materials  developed 
by  the  Western  Canadian  Protocol  for 
Collaboration  in  Basic  Education.

Provincial  implementation  of  the  revised 
elementary  science  program  is  scheduled  for 
September  1996. 
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Field  validation  indicated  strong  support  for  the 
direction  of  the  revised  program  and  provided 
detailed  comments  that  helped  guide  further 
work  in  revision.  An  initial  screening  of 
resources  has  also  been  completed.  The 
revised  program  of  studies  and  a list  of 
authorized  resources  should  be  distributed  to 
schools  in  the  spring  of  1995  for  optional 
implementation  in  September  1995.

Program  Update 

The  CTS  Program  of  Studies,  Interim  1994,  and 
the  Guides  to  Standards  and  Implementation  for 
the  13  strands  may  be  obtained  through  the 
LRDC. 

CTS  Tracker,  the  software  designed  to  help 
schools  track  and  record  student  achievement  in 
CTS  modules,  is  being  revised  and  updated  and 
will  soon  be  available  through  the  LRDC. 

Version  1,  discs  and  manual,  is  still  available. 
Release  of  the  Macintosh  version  has  been 
delayed  pending  resolution  of  technical 
problems. 
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Since  the  1992-93  school  year,  the  reporting  of 
student  achievement  in  the  Career  and 
Technology  Studies  program  has  been  via  3-,  4-, 
5-  and  6-credit  course  codes.  In  any  situations 
where  a student  was  unable  to  successfully 
complete  enough  modules  to  qualify  for  a 
course,  the  school  was  required  to  “bank”  the 
modules  for  later  reporting. 

We  are  now  introducing  course  codes  from  1- 
and  2-credit  CTS  “courses”.  It  is  important  to 
recognize  that  these  reporting  changes  do  not 
allow  for  the  offering  of  1-  or  2-credit  courses. 
Rather,  they  are  intended  only  to  assist  in  the 
process  of  timely  reporting  of  student 
achievement.  The  1-  and  2-credit  course  codes 
are  being  made  available  only  to  accommodate 
students  who  were  enrolled  in  other  full  CTS 
course/credit  combinations  but  were  unable  to 
complete  all  required  modules  within  that  school 
year.  Each  student  should  have  no  more  than  a 
single  1 - or  2-credit  course  per  year.  Further,  1 - 
and  2-credit  courses  are  to  be  reported  at  the 
end  of  the  school  year  (in  June).  The  only 
exceptions  would  be  for  students  who  are 
graduating,  leaving  or  transferring  to  another 
school  after  the  first  semester. 

The  1994-95  field  review  is  over.  Seven  strands 
were  involved,  with  both  formal  and  independent 
sites  helping  to  define  the  curriculum  standards. 
Debriefing  meetings  will  help  determine  the 
necessary  revisions  to  curriculum  documents. 

Validation  of  assessment  standards  continues  in 
the  13  strands  now  available  for  optional 
implementation.  Strand-based  assessment 
panels  are  helping  set  the  conditions  and  criteria 
and  preparing  classroom  assessment  materials 
that  teachers  can  use  to  determine  whether  or 
not  student  performance  is  at  the  acceptable 
level  or  at  the  excellent  level. 

A series  of  regional  CTS  workshops  to  provide 
teachers  with  an  overview  of  CTS  strands  and 
learning  resources  is  being  planned  for  June 
1995,  similar  to  those  held  around  the  province 
in  June  of  1994.  Watch  the  CTS 
Communication  Network  Update  and  the  next 
issue  of  Connection  for  the  details. 

A CTS  Summer  Leadership  Seminar  is 
scheduled  for  late  August  1995  to  help  teachers 
implement  the  CTS  strands.  Details  will  be 
announced  later.

PROGRAM 

The  first  diploma  examinations  in  Mathematics 
33  and  Social  Studies  33  are  scheduled  for 
administration  in  January  1996.  Examinations 
will  be  administered  in  January,  June  and  August 
of  each  year.  As  in  other  diploma  examination 
courses,  the  diploma  examination  mark  will 
count  50%  and  the  school-awarded  mark  will 
comprise  the  other  50%  of  the  final  course  mark. 

Mathematics  33 

Student  achievement  of  the  core  content  of  the 
course  will  be  measured  by  the  examination. 

The  core  content  areas  as  described  in  the 
Mathematics  13-23-33  Program  of  Studies, 

1991 , are: 

• powers  and  radicals 

• annuities,  mortgages  and  loans 

• statistics 
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• trigonometry 

• polynomials  and  rational  expressions 

• relations  and  functions 

• quadratic  functions  and  equations. 

Mathematical  abilities  in  the  three  areas  of 
concepts,  procedures  and  problem  solving  will 
be  addressed  throughout  the  examination. 
Questions  will  require  students  to  describe  their 
methods  of  problem  solving  and  communicate 
their  descriptions  of  mathematical  concepts  and 
procedures.  Students  will  also  be  challenged  to 
make  mathematical  connections.  Connections 
will  be  opportunities  for  students  to  show  they 
can  link  mathematical  learnings  and  abilities  to 
topics  in  the  real  world,  in  other  disciplines,  or 
within  mathematics  itself. 

Year-end  field  tests  were  administered 
throughout  the  province  in  January  and  will  be 
administered  again  in  June  of  1995.  In 
September  1995,  a Mathematics  33  Diploma 
Examination  Information  Bulletin  is  scheduled  to 
be  distributed  to  all  jurisdictions  in  the  province.

For  a smoke-free  generation.  . . 

Faced  with  compelling  negative  pressure  from 
peers  and  the  media,  many  children  find  that 
making  wise  choices  about  their  health  can  be 
extremely  difficult.  In  an  effort  to  provide  young 
people  with  the  information  and  confidence  they 
need  to  choose  a healthy,  smoke-free  lifestyle, 
the  Alberta  Lung  Association  (ALA)  offers  two 
programs  for  school  children  that  are  educational 
and  fun. 


The  Smoke-free  Class  of  2000  curriculum 
program,  for  Grade  1 through  Grade  7,  is 
designed  to  be  integrated  into  the  existing  school 
curriculum,  combining  social  and  recreational 
activities  with  language  learning,  social  studies 
and  health  subjects.  The  program  is  targeted 
toward  the  40  000  Alberta  students  who  will 
graduate  in  the  year  2000,  but  also  reaches 
students  in  the  grades  following. 

Lungs  in  Action  is  a fund-raising  program  for 
elementary  schools  that  promotes  health  and 
fitness  while  also  raising  money  to  support  the 
Smoke-free  Class  of  2000  program.  Students 
gather  pledges  and  then  participate  in  2000 
seconds  (33.33  minutes)  of  aerobic  activity. 
Every  student  gets  a prize  just  for  participating, 
and  is  also  eligible  for  additional  bonus  prizes. 

Of  the  money  raised,  20  per  cent  goes  back  to 
the  school,  while  the  remainder  is  used  to  fund 
the  Smoke-free  Class  of  2000  program. 

As  an  extension  of  the  program,  the  Alberta 
Lung  Association  is  also  introducing  a new 
asthma  awareness  program  this  month,  called 
Action  for  Airways.  Asthma  is  one  of  the  most 
common  illnesses  among  children,  and  the 
number  of  children  suffering  from  this  disease  is 
on  the  rise.  Awareness  and  education  about 
childhood  asthma  is  vital,  not  only  for  parents 
and  asthmatic  children,  but  also  for  educators 
with  asthmatic  students,  and  students  with 
asthmatic  classmates.  Action  for  Airways  is  a 
series  of  lesson  plans  designed  to  help  students 
and  teachers  learn  more  about  the  nature  and 
causes  of  asthma,  as  well  as  ways  to  manage 
the  disease. 

The  Alberta  Lung  Association  is  promoting  these 
programs  among  Alberta  schools  in  the  hope  of 
creating  a generation  of  healthy,  smoke-free 
young  people  by  the  year  2000.  For  more

The  theme  of  the  1995  Academy  is  Olympism 
and  People:  What  to  Do  with  Our  Most 
Important  Olympic  Resource.  The  sessions  will 
emphasize  discussion  and  development  of 
practical  ways  in  which  the  Canadian  Olympic 
Association  can  best  use  its  most  important 
resource — our  people. 

Applications  to  attend  are  invited  from  athletes, 
coaches,  professional  or  volunteer  sport 
administrators,  teachers,  university  students, 
journalists  and  individuals  who  have  an  interest 
in  taking  a leadership  role  in  the  Olympic 
Movement.
